Circuit Court where a jury had 
a w a r d e d damages totaling 
$1,053 to Peter Salater, whose 
son, Isaac, was hurt in the fight. 


Salater filed suit against Twin 


City Amusement Co. which put 
on a-rock Vri'oU iliow'-at Bar- 
ton Coliseum in 
Little Rock 


April 21, 1961. 


His complaint said two Negro 


youths were 
harassing 
teen- 


agers in a car driven by Mrs. 
Joe Felton and that Isaac Salat- 
er and some other white boys 
went to the aid of those in the 
Felton car. 


A fight ensued, then Salater 


and h i s companions locked 
themselves in their car. But, 
the suit said, the Negroes threw 
stones at the vehicle, damaging 
the car, and Isaac Salater re- 
ceived a cut. 


The Supreme Court said that 


this was the first case on this 
question in Arkansas but it said 
courts in other states had held 
that the sponsor of an amuse- 
ment enterprise is required only 
to exercise reasonable care in 
the protection of its patrons.

the explosion, had been unable 
o speak with investigators until 
unday. 
He reported seeing three li- 


|uid petroleum tanks in a room 
where pre-popped corn was kept 
varm until it could be boxed. 


Suddenly there was a hissing 


iound, Gauthier related. As he 
walked to the popcorn bin, one 
of the unconnected tanks top- 
pled, falling to the floor on its 
side. 


Gauthier said when a mist 


started enveloping the fallen 
tank, he. yelled for everyone to 
el out and headed toward the 


tank to shut off the valve. The 
ixplosion stopped the conces- 
sion manager's effort.

These facts, figures and opin- 


ions are being discussed at the 
annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of State Universities and 
Land-Grant Colleges. The 97 in- 
stitutions represented enroll 27 
per cent of all the nation's col- 
lege and university students. 


William C. Eckermen of the 


University of Michigan told t,he 
meeting Sunday night a nation- 
al survey indicates 96 per cent 
of the public believes a college 
education is more 
important 


now than it was 30 years ago. 


But, he said, 72 per cent be- 


lieve the most important thing 
about such an education is 
"training for a good job." The 
next most often quoted reasons 
for going to college were "so- 
cial acceptance" and "getting 
to know the right people."

nearly three miles in about 12 
seconds. 


Passengers with seat belts 


unfastened were pushed against

mained helpless until the pilot 
regained control and leveled off 
around 6,500 feet. 


Dr. M. C. Elroy of Philadel- 


phia said he fell back into his 
seat by a window just in time 
to see the wing vibrating vio- 
lently and the nearest engine 
rip away. The starboard engine 
struck the tail stabilizer, dent- 
ing it, and disappeared. 


A search was under way for 


the engine about 45 miles south- 
west of Houston. 


The plane was en route from 


New York to Mexico City. The 
incident occurred about 10 min- 
utes out of Houston. 


Capt. French said he landed 


at Barksdale Air Force Base 
here, because of its crash-land- 
ing equipment. Shreveport is 
about 225 miles northeast of 
Houston. 


The plane landed after circ- 


ling the base about 30 minutes 
to use up fuel. 


More than two dozen were 


sent to the base and Shreveport 
hospitals for examination. An- 
other airliner took the other pas- 
sengers to their destinations. 


Only two remained in the hos-
